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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed is vacated . If the issue 
fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the fee be 
credited to a deposit account.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Meerudatsudo, Mosurehi (JP 70741 28A). 

Meerudatsudo discloses the limitations: 

forming a gate electrode (26, fig. 2c) on the gate insulating film (20, fig. 2c); 
depositing a film which inhibits silicidation on the source-drain diffusion layer (36, 
fig. 2f); and 
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converting the high melting point metal film into a silicide film (40 and 41 , fig. 2i) 
(paragraph [0015] - [0020] in translated copy).
